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GOVERNOR'S REPORT 


I hope all had a good 
Christmas and enjoy a great New 
Year. This has been a very interesting 
six months for our government and 
our attempts to put accountability 
back as we review the operations of 
our Tribe. 

The Casino was a major 
goal to correct and put it on sound 
footing. This has been accomplished 
with the Casino adopting the 
new procedures approved by our 
Gaming Commission this year. 
These procedures will provide 
management on how and when 
business is conducted and who 
approves the expenditures. An Event 
Center was put in and we are now 
able to compete with other Casinos 
by bringing entertainers to increase 
attendance and new customers 
to generate more revenue. When 
seeking the Of ce of Governor, I 
stated that our Casino should be 
tribally run and operated. This has 
happened by naming, Jim Johnson, 
as the Gaming Coordinator. Mr. 
Johnson, has taken this responsibility 
very seriously and he is a tribal 
member and I look forward to the 
future growth at the Casino with Jim 
and his efforts.

We have nished the 
budgets for 2006. It was a process 
where we looked at our revenue 
and approached it where we would 
have a balance left over at the end 
of the year. As always some areas 
were reduced, while others were 
increased and some not funded until 
proper guidelines are developed. 
Our Tribe should have a surplus of 
revenue through the budget process 
as any business, we never know 
when we will need these revenues 
for our members in the future. If we 
stay within the budgets we should 
for the rst time in several years 
have a surplus of more than a million 
dollars. These decisions were not 
easy and I thank all my Committee 
Members for approving them. 

In the Education Budget as 
an example, we are now funding the 
high school member the cost of the 
cap, gown, and announcements etc. 
This is an addition to the regular 
Zann Education Program. 

I proposed to the Executive 
Committee a Veteran Affairs Of ce 
and got overwhelming support 
for this new of ce concerning our 
Veterans . We funded for the rst time 
an Of ce of Veterans Affairs. I will 
be conducting and having a meeting 
of all Veterans on January 14, 2006, 
at 10:00 a.m. at Tecumseh Square to 
organize this Of ce. I look forward 
to this rst ever meeting with our 
Veterans and I ask all members that 
are Veterans please be at this very 
important meeting. This was another 


important issue when running for 
the GovernorD s position that I felt 
was needed and with the help of 
the current Committee it has come 
about. Our Tribal Veterans should be 
recognized and honored in serving 
our country during and after and I 
believe we have started by funding 
this important Of ce. 


There was and still is a lot 
of issues facing us in 2006. Housing 
is still a top priority of mine and I 
will continue to work on it for the 
bene t of our members. We will 
continue to improve on health care 
and looking at ways to increasing 
and expanding education in a 
variety of areas. 


We are also proud to 
announce through the budget 
process that we will be opening a 
new Clinic at the headquarters in 
Shawnee the rst of this year. For 
Members residing in the Shawnee 
area this will be more convenient 
for their health care needs. This has 
been long overdue. This Clinic will 
be for Members only and we will be 
bringing different Specialists in the 
future at this Clinic location. 

During this past election 
cycle a lot was said and our Members 
expressed themselves loudly for a 
new direction and as we progress 
on this new direction, I would 
like to say that change was and is 
inevitable. Not all agree with these 
changes, for those that disagree I 
say you have the right to disagree, 
but you have to remember to judge 
the things that you disagree with 
by looking to see if it improves in 
assisting the members. If you still 
disagree then come to the of ce 
and let your tribal leaders know in 
person, face to face and ask why are 
these changes required and I believe 
you will come to realize that not all 
things appear to be what they are or 
said to be through rumors. 


We still need to look at all 
the property that was bought in the 
past and what if any can we do with 
it. There is a lot of questions to be 
answered in 2006. As an example, 
we spent a lot of money on the 
Earlsboro exit site, what can we do 
with that property or what should 
we do with it? In the LittleAxe 
area can we use the property across 
from our Casino and for what? The 
El Reno property appears to be still 
clouded with how much of it do 
we own? The Lillard and CharlieO s 
Palace properties? On these four 
(4) properties alone more than a 
million dollars was spent on them 
with no plans in place with what 
to do with them, only speculation. 
As you see there is a lot of work 
ahead of us and with the help of the 
membership we can succeed with 
these answers. 

In closing I wish all of you 
a great new and prosperous New 
Year and it has been an honor to 
serve you this past six months as 
the Governor of the Tribe.

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LT. GOVERNOR REPORT secretary's report 


Ho! Hi gi ke ya fi ho wa se li si 
mi mo? 

Greetings everyone in this New Year. 
I hope everyone had good Christmas 
and a safe New Year’s Eve. I would 
like to take this opportunity to thank 
the volunteers of the 2005 children’s 
Christmas party. Your help is greatly 
appreciated and without you, these 
events would be difficult to car- 
ryout. 

The New Year will bring a move of 
one of the departments currently un- 
der my oversight. Family Services 
will be moving from its current lo- 
cation, basement of the Treasurer’s 
Building, to the back on the clinic 
building on the complex. The Edu- 
cation Department will remain on 
the main floor of the Treasurer’s 
Building and all other departments 
will remain in their current loca- 
tions. 

In 2006, the Language Program will 
be looking to start language classes 
in the Shawnee area once again. At 
the beginning of 2005, while I was 
the Cultural Preservation Director, 
I decided to cancel the language 
classes held in Shawnee due to lack 
of interest. Before we can commit 
to a start date, I would like some 
feed back from tribal members in 
the Shawnee area, so please contact 
either my office or the Cultural Pres- 
ervation Department by February 1 st 
if you are interested in a language 
class. 

During the past couple of weeks of 
December, I was contacted by some 
tribal members concerning the clos- 
ing of a daycare in the Little Axe 
area. The question of “could the 
tribe buy the daycare?” was asked. 
I am currently looking at the options 
the tribe has for purchasing a child- 
care facility or whether it would be 
more feasible to build a new facility, 
but with the question, where in the 
Little Axe community? It is great 
we have our first childcare facility

in Shawnee, but I find it sad that the 
Little Axe community was passed 
over for this original project. Hope- 
fully in 2006, I can do something 
about a childcare facility in the Little 
Axe community because there is 
definitely a need in this area. 

Closing out 2005, 1 am pleased with 
the progress the Title VI Program 
made to this point. The number 
of elders enrolled in the program 
has increased; we opened a second 
dinning site for elders at the Little 
Axe Resource Center, new equip- 
ment has been purchased for the 
kitchen, which now allows Title 
VI to provide our own homebound 
meals to our elders, and Anthony is 
in the process of opening a Reading 
Room and a Clothes Closet at the 
Title VI building. In the spring of 
2006, we will once again try opening 
the Horseshoe Bend site for a third 
dinning area and hopefully elders in 
the Johnson area will take advantage 
of the meals served there. 

In closing, I hope 2006 will be a 
successful and prosperous year 
for our tribe. I want to encourage 
tribal members to take advantage 
of the programs the tribe currently 
has to offer. If you have any ques- 
tions, please feel free to contact my 
office.

This grant is for a two 
year project and will consist of at 
least three 8 week training sessions 
for up to 25 participants. Each 
session will be open to individuals 
residing within a 50 mile radius 
of Shawnee, with tribal and other 
native individuals given prefer- 
ence. The ASTOEP has done a 
tremendous job in securing this 
grant. With this award we are the 
first tribe within Region 6 EPA to 
receive it. If you are interested in

177. I wish to thank Renee Hood, 
Lucinda Johnson, Roger Anderson, 
Shirley Megeehee and Mark Wil- 
liams for doing a tremendous job.

The Absentee Shawnee Tribe of Oklahoma is a field site for 
the Oklahoma Money, Matters (OKMM) Amei iCorps Edu- 

cation Award Program . We have two (3) member positions 
available for this grant year. At the heart of AmeriCorps, 
under the Corporation for National and Community Service, 
are members who serve with local and national organizations 
to meet community needs and, after their service, receive 
education awards to offset the expenses of a college educa- 
tion. In this case members will serve 300 hours in a one-year 
service term and after successful completion of their term 
will earn a $1,000.00 education award that can be used to 
pay direct education expenses like tuition, room and board 
and repayment of student loans. Member enrollment will 
begin again on January 1 st , 2006. Volunteers do not have 
to be AST tribal members, but do have to have a high 

school diploma or GED.
